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THE CASE OF SENATOR WOOD 
NEW YOur«, March 16.—The testimony in the 


case of Senator Jemes Wood, a member of the 
New York Senate from Livingston County, taken 


before an Investigating Committee, is published, 


and occupies ten colhumfs. The most interesting 
portion is the evidence given by W. M. Tweed © 


and Jay Gould. The latter testifies that he sent 
co to Livingeten County to defeat Wood's 
nomination, considering him hostile to the Erie 
gnaviegetment, but Wood wae nominated and 
elected, and, as Chairman of an important Com- 
mittee, coer let Gould and Tweed hear from hin. 
Wood hase g been associated with a man 
named Oban ber lain, in law partnership. 
He bent Chamberlain to Tweed, ‘ask- 
ing Tweed bim in 
introducing a new patent for rectifying whiskey. 
Tweed was pot favorably impressed with the 
patent, but agreed to lend Senator Wood $15,000, 
with no security but Weod’s notes. Tweed testi- 
fies that be knew little of Wood’s moans; has 
never pressed Wood to pay the note, and does 
not intend to press him now. Chamberlain also 
galled on Jay Gould to take an interest in the 
patent, but Gould preferred to deal with Wood 
bimself. Wood accordingly callea on Gould, at 
the Grand Opera Howse. Gould did not want to 
know anything about whiskey inventions, but of 
fired to Wan Wood versonally $10,000 on his 
simple note. Wood accepted, of course, and re. 
ceived $10,000 ten and there, in currency. When 
asked how this happened, Gould said he was ac- 
enstomed to pay wany bills ia currency at the 
Evie oifices, to save the trouble of bank identifi. 
«ation. He may, however, dave preferred not to 
Sommit this transaction te paper. Gould test 
fied that he wae not in the habit of loaning 
money thus, except to his friends, and was con- 
siderably perplexed when asked why, if Wood 
was hia friend, he bad previously spent $5,000 
to defeat his © nomination. Wood has 
never refunded any part of this 
$10,000 loan, though paying afew inatalments of 
interest. Hila rectifying enterprice has not flour- 
ished, but Tweéd and Gould bave given him all 
desired indulgence on his notes. Tweed, Gould, 


Walter Roche, and Barber, chief of the Albany 


Lobby, all swear, point-blank, they know of no 
sums of money paid to tast year’s notably cor 


rupt New York Legielature. Roche alone aa 


mitted that he had heard of a privatedist of pur- 
chased Senators, but had never seen it. Wood 


has not resigned vet, and the Lgisla- 
‘ture has taken no action regarding bun. 
Albeny letters say he is looking pale 


and haggard, and yesterday he almost fell over 
in a Ut, when Senator Chattield, also from the 
Livingston District, and sitting behind him in 
the chamber, introduced, without notice to any 
one, a reeolution for Wood's expulsion. The 
Senate was shocked at What ie called this bru- 
tality, and laid Chatfield’s resolution on the ta- 
bie. Chatfield is known as the most pious mem 
ber of the Senate, an intimate friend of Wood's, 
ud also of Gould’s Erie Management. Before 
departing from home for Albany he requested 
the prayers u his constituents, to ena le him 
resist corruption. When the report was 
mace exposing Wood's $20,000 loans he 
moved on bis own hook, and asked that his bosom 
friend might be kicked out incongiventiy. The 


Senate, however, feels more deliberate, and the 


probability is that Wood will resignu. 
THE RAID ON KERIB, 


The management of the recent raid on Erie is 


now imputed to General Si¢kies, and he bas 
explaining bis work of preparation to reporters. 
After the downfall of Tammany, he thought the 
quoment for action had arrived, He left Spain 
last December, and met the foreign Erie stock- 
holders in Paria. “On reaching Washington,”

haods. The President said: Try it. You can 
have three months.’ He also promised me ail the 
Delp he could give consistently. and without his 
wid | couki not bave sacee¢ded. The work has 
been accomplished in the three months, with 12 
Gass to spare. I selected every one of the new 


‘Directors, but never said anything about the At- 


lantie & Great Western to any of them. To-day 
I received a letter from Mr. McHenry, of the At-
